Mr Littletield only adds to the testi- 
mony of countless men in public life 
to the weighty inlluence wielded by 
journalism, an intluence only remote- 
ly perceived and understood by tbeav- 
erage person. A watchful press has 
on numerous oecasioasverilyssved the 
country. In s sense the newspapers 
are the people's agents. Their heavy 
responsibility springs from the inti- 
macy of their relation with the peo- 
ple. In every sense they should be the 
people's safeguards. While they do to 
a large degree reflect public opinion, 
tber also, through the concentration 
of impressions, create and mold it:and 
public opinion is tbe press' weapons— 
for good or for evil, for Ike perfonn- 
ance of grave duty or for vfarfsUoo.

No sMa, iMMvever 
great, in poMie life, can a onitcd 
press. It is only br dominating a 
weak or corruptible element in )oar> 
nalism that evil powers manage to 
survive. Wben every newspaper 
learns the truth, wbicb is more evi- 
dent in journalism than in any other 
sphere, that honesty is literally the 
best and tbe only substantial policy, 
universal politics will undergo a migh- 
ty purificaUon.
